is no doubt the Ostholſe press sometimes gets 
worked up to white heat over questions that con- 
cern all Catholics alike, and when sometimes eccie- 
siastics of high degree mingle in the discussion they 
are not always treated with that forbearance their 
position entities them to. Under those cirgam- 
stanees itis but right to call them to order, and who 
can better use the gavel of authority than the Arch- 
bishops in their annual mesting? 

Another reason for yielding this point to the 
Arehbishops is the almest unlimited immunity a 
Catholic paper enjoys under the laws and canes of 
the Church. Years ago whea the Univers was war- 
ring with the Archbishop of Paris, that dignitary 
bore down upon the offending journal with the 
awful weight of his episcopal authority. Louis 
Velilot appealed to the Pope from the censure of 
his Metropolitan. Piussusteimed him. He decided 
that a Catholic paper of general eirculation was not 
subjectto the ordinary of the place of its publica- 
tion any more than it was to the other bishops in 
whose dioceses it circulated. A Catholic paper took 
its orders from its editor, and its editor his orders 
fromthe Pope. . 

This declaration is the palladium of the liperties 
of the Catholie press in every land. It would be a 
nuisance if a paper of great circulation were made 
subject to the chance and changes of episcopal ap- 
peintments; if a national jeurnal had to have al! its 
articies previously read and appreved by the ordin- 
ary of its place of publieation. A Catholic is con- 
trolled by his readers and Rome. Those who do not 
like what he writes are by no law of Church er State

The letter of Archbishop Kain, here quoted, 
was provoked by Fr. Phelan’s editorials on 
Bishop Bonacum of Lincoln, Neb., who had 
been prosecuted for criminal libel by Fr, Cor- 
bett of Palmyra, Neb.,a client of Fr. Phelan’s. 

Fr. Phelan, speaking of these attacks upon 
Bishop Bonacum, said: ‘‘I did not assail 
Bishop Bonacum until he published in the 
papers of Lincoln thc charges which he pre+ 
ferred against me, three weeks before I was 
served with the charges. 

GROUND OF FR. PHELAN’S RESISTANCE. 

On what do you base your claim thet the 
Archbishop bas no jurisdiction over your 
management of your paper?’’ 

The bishops inthe third council of Balti- 
more considered the question of some gen- 
eral legislation for interests that were not 
local, Dut general.

This unanswerable objection completely 
disconcerted Mr. Reilly, who was forced to 
admit that he had not been formally author- 
ized to make the motion, and the Chair 
promptly sustained Mr. Balley’s point of 
order. 

Mr. Reilly did not tell the House wh» he at- 
tempted to secure the change of -reference 
without the authority of the committee, and 
his failure to secure the desired action leaves 
him in a decidedly embarrassing plight. 

The developments of the past few days 
give much hope to the gentlemen who are 
acting with Mr. Boatner in his efforts to 
secure the bringing ofthe suits against the 
Union Pacific road by special cocnsel, to be 
appointed by the President, rather than by 
the Attorney-General. The members of the 
Judiciary Committee have been examining 
the law with reference to the Union Pacific 
Railroad, and find ample evidence that 
nearly every one of its provisions have been 


violated. By reasor of these violations a 
vast amount of money, which should have 
wiped out more than dalf of the road’s debt 
to the Government, has deen diverted to 
other channels and fully $27,000,000 shared in 
the form of dividends. 

Among the men who have figured as 
directors or stockholders in these operations 
and who will be made defendants in the 
suits to be brought under the Boatner -reso- 
lution are CHarles Francis Adams, Oliver 
Ames, F. Gordon Dexter, Mahlon D. Spaul- 
ding. James A. Rumrill, Henry H. Cooke, 8. 
H. Callaway, 8. H. H. Clark, Russel Sage, 
James M. Ham, Washington E. Connor and 
G. P. Morosini. 

The Judiciary Committee will hold a meet 
ing next Tuesday. at which the hoatner 
resolution will probably be passed upon, and 
from the present outlook it promises to be 
reported on favorably before the end of the 


week. 

In view of the probability that the House 
will pass the resolution with but little delay 
its fate in the Senate is a subject of much 
speculation here. There is little douht that, 
in spite Of the action of the House in refer- 
ring thearesolution to Judiciary Committee 
in the Senate it will go to the committee on 
Pacific Rallroads, of which Senator Brice 1s 
chairman, And right here is where it will 
ran up against a big snag. for in addition to 
Mr, Brice’s general predilection for specula- 
lating in railroad stocks, he now figures as 
chairman of the reorganizacion committee of 
the Union Pacific railroad. 

It cannot be said absolutely that Senator 
Brice will be able to control the action of the 
committee, but his desire will be well under- 
stood py his colleagues and there is stron 
probability that the same i  senatoria 
courtesy which enablesa Senatorto secure 
an unfavorable report upon a nomination 
not satisfactOry to himself, will be invoked 
by Mr. Brice to secure the reference of the 
Boatner resolution to himself in the com- 
mittee counclis. 

In dividing the work referred to the vari- 
ous Committees itis the custom to permit 
the chairman to select such measuresas he 
desires to devote special attention to, and 
according to the precedent Mr. Brice would 
have little Gifficulty in securing complete 
jurisdiction over the resolution to bring sults 
against the gentlemen who have been his 
colleagues in Pactfic railroad speculation.

The Good Roads Movement. 
WASHINGTON, March 17.—The Argicultura) | 
Department has issued a circular to be sent 
to all railroad presidents in the United 
States offering suggestions for their co- 


operation in the good roads movement. 
Many of the railway companies have made 
concessions in transporting road materials, 
ranging from half rates to carriage. 
hers have offeredj to carry their freight at 
bare cost of hauling whenever 
a general road improvement is under- 
taken. It 18 suggested that the 
lan be neralily adopted. The 
k computing the cost, it is cited, 
efined and a constituted for 
adjusting the rates to be granted, in accord 
ance with local conditions. 
The circular says: such a combined con- 
cession would be of great value to the pudlie 
while it would involve Iittle actuai 
expense tothe. companies; and its dare an- 
nouncement would do more to advance the 
road movement than years of purely educa- 
tional work. It would be an inspiration to 
prompt action by state and loc autbori- 
ties throughout the union. 


Fortifications Appropriations. 

WASHIXGTON, March 17.—The sub-com- 
mittee on fortifications of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Appropriations has been in session 
to-day considering the fortificdtions appro- 
—- bill, and has been engaged in 

earing statements from Gens. Schofield and 
Flaglor, the latter being chief of ordnance. 
These gentlemen have made appeals for 
larger appropriations on various heads. The 
estimates submitted tothe House exceeded 
$7,000,000, while asthe bill passed it appro- 
priated only a smell sum over $2,000,000. The 
army official thinks the bill should conform 
more nearly to the estimates. 


Chinese Resistration. 
WASHINGTON, March 17.—Secretary Carlisle 
has submitted to Congress an estimate for 
an additional appropriation of $10,000,000 for 
carrying out the Chinese registration act. 


The Commissioner of Internal Revetive says 
it would not have been necessary to ask for 
this appropriation had the Chinese promptly 
availed themselves of the facilities prepared 
for registration Jan. 1, dut, for some reason, 
nearly the whole of January waéallowed to 
pass without any attention being paid to 
the matter by those most interested.

WASHINGTON, March 17.—In view of the 
claims on behalf of the late Anna Ella Car- 
roll that she had planned the TennesseeRiver 
campaign in the Civil War, Representative 
Pickler of South Dakota has introduced in the 
House a resolution authorizing the House 
Military Affairs Oommittee to ascertain in 
the interest of truth and the inviolability of

Tue Boatner resolution providing for the 
employment of special counsel for the 
prosecution of suits on behalf of the Gov- 
ernment against the Union Pacific Rail- 
road Co. embodies an eminently proper ac- 
tion and a just rebuke of Atty.-Gen, Olney. 
The Attorney-General’s failure to carry 
into effect the plain mandateof law to 
bring suits against the Union Pacific Rail- 
road, its officials and stockholders, for 
the monstrous frauds by which the Gov- 
ernment was swindled out of millions of 
dollars, is a notable feature of his neglect 
of duty and shameful misconduct in office. 
The facts were notorious and the law was 
clear. Every consideration of official 
honor urged him to make an effort to per- 
form his duty. 

If indtfference were the only cause of 

his neglect some excuse might be pleaded 
forhim. But his offense is far greater 
than this. It is wellknown that private 
interests supplied strong motives against 
undertaking these suits. As the legal ad- 
viser for parties whom he would have to 
antagonize in instituting Government 
suits he was debarred from performing his 
public duty, 
« No citizen would permit his interests to 
be juggled as Olney has juggied the Gov- 
ernment’s interests. The representing of 
two antagonistic interests would be re- 
garded as dishonorable in a private attor- 
ney. It is much more dishonorable in a 
public officer intrusted with the interests of 
the people. Having himself made it impos- 
sible to perform his duty as attorney for 
the people the rey resentatives of the people 
would do right to take the matter out of 
Olney’s hands. 

The adoption of the resolution by Con- 
gress would emphasize a deserved rebuke 
of Olney and of the President who ap- 
pointed him to office and retains and 
shields him despite his misconduct. It 
would strengthen public confidence in the 
honesty and courage of the majority of 
Congressmen.

There is no historical period which is 
the subject of more falsehood, intentional 
and otherwise, than the twenty years be- 
fore our civil war, especially in regard to 
slavery and the motives and actions of 
those leaders of public opinion in the 
North who saw and appreciated the gath 
ering storm, and were anxious if pessible 
to avert it by some compromise hororable 
and satisfactory alike to both sections. 
Writers and speakers, full of that cheap 
and common wisdom which comes after 
the event, assume that the Northern 
statesmen, of whom Webster was the most 
conspicuous, should have seen the futility 
of compromise and joined with Garrison, 
Phillips and their associates in demanding 
the unconditional abolition of slavery— 
peaceably or forcibly; and that because 
they did not, and opposed those who did, 
these statesmen were enemies of human 
freedom and ready and willing to perpetu- 
ate human bondage indefinitely. Hence, 
according to this theory, the only true 
patriots and philanthropists in the coun- 
try between 1841 and 1861 were the Aboli- 
tionists, who were doing all in their pow- 
er to feed the fires of sectional hate for the 
purpose of destroying slavery at all haz- 
ards and at any cost. 

What are the real facts in the case? Take 
Lincoln as an illustration, whom history 
has already canonized as The Great 
Emancipator.’? He was an old-line Web- 
ster and Clay Whig, and he held the same 
views in regard to slavery that were held 
by nine-tenths of the Northern wing of his 
party, and by the vast majority of the 
Northern people of both parties. What 
were these views? Briefly—that slavery 
was morally and economically wrong, and 
they wanted none of it for themselves; but 
its existence was recognized and guaran- 
teed by the Federal Constitution, which, 
in those days, was regarded as only less 
sacred and obligatory than the law pro- 
claimed from Sinai. Slavery could not be 
abolished peacefully, and force was not to 
be thought of. It might, and doubtless 
would, disappear somehow in course of 
time; but meanwhile agitation did more 
harm than good to all concerned, and all 
agitators were condemned as disturbers of 
the public peace. In 1837, Lincoln was a 
young mun of 28, a rising lawyer and pop- 
ular politician. Yet when, for his opposi- 
tion to slavery and advocacy of gradual 
emancipation, free press and free speech 
in the person of Lovejoy. were struck down 
on the soil of the free State of Illinois, not 
one word of protestor of pity came from 
the lips or pen of Lincoln. Even twenty 
years later, in his great joint debate with 
Douglas, he handled slavery with the soft- 
est and smoothest of gloves, and vigorous- 
ly repudiated Abolitionism in all its 
phases. Time and circumstances made 
Lincoln The Great Emancipator,” and 
the same time and gipcumstances would 
have made Webster the same.

In city churches the law of like to like 
has worked strongly and the weak, the 
ignorant and the unrefined have been more 
and more excluded from the greatest help- 
fulness of the churches—the helpfulness 
of intimate association on equal terms for 
the attainment of a common purpose. 

But while this is true it is not less true 
thatin and out of the cities the churches 


still contain a great deal of the salt of the 


earth which has‘ not lost itssavor. As 
long as anonymous communications in- 
closing hundred dollar bills to help the 
hungry continue to reach the newspapers 
the newspapers will continue to believe 
that the churches are something more 
than mere social clubs for the amusement 
of their members. 


AN INACCURACY CORRECTED. 

Although Plato pointed out upwards of 
2,000 years ago that Truth Alone is Beauti- 
ful, there are still those who would rather 
be smart than truthful, and such a one is 
the editor who writes that a colicky baby 
is like a woman doing her own housework 
because one cries and fusses while the 
other fries and cusses. 

It is not to be denied that there is a germ 
oftruth in this, and it did not escape the 
attention of Gay, who in one of his fables 
asserts with a positiveness which must 
have been born of experienze, that 
A cook when cooking is a perfect fury 


‘Tis a warning worth remembering I as- 
sure ye! 


It would be a treacherous thing to say 
that it is safe to go near an inexperienced 
cook when sheistrying to broil a steak. 
Cooking is one of the finest of the fine arts, 
and its study is worthy of the highest 
genius, but there is something in it which 
arouses all the combativeness of the femi- 
nine disposition. A man may boast that 
he has the most angelic wife in the world, 
but if oncoming home in the evening he 
finds that the hired girl has deserted her; 
if he discovers her standing at the range 
with a crimson face and tightly drawn lips, 
he will be wise to have as little as possible 
to say, and what he does say to agree with 
her in everything. 

But while thisis true; whilea public 
journal, neglecting to make it plain, 
would take a heavy responsibility for 
most lamentable results, it is not true that 
under such circumstances women indulge 
in profane language. They may make any 
one who is rash enough to interfere with 
them wish that he had never been born, 
but they never swear in doing it. 

Let every public instructor strive after 
rigid accuracy, for there are cases where 
the slightest departure from truth is worse 
than whole-cloth falsehood.

BYHON'’S BAD BLOOD. 

In a rreently published letter of Sir 
Walter Scott—written aboutthe time that 
the final separation between Lord and 
Lady Byron occurred—he speaks of his 
great contemporary as follows: ‘ 


We gaze on the powerfuland ruined mind 
which he presents us as on a shattered 
castle, within whose walls, once 
intended for nobler guests, sorcerers and 
wild demons are supposed to hold their Sab- 
baths, There is something dreadful in re- 
decting that one gifted so much above his 
fellow-creatures should thus labor under 
some strange mental malady tbat destroys 
his peace of mind and happiness, although 
it cannot quench the fire of his genius. I fear 
the termination will de fatal in one way or 
other, for it seems impossible that human 
nature can support the constant working of 
an imagination so dark and so strong. 


When Scott alludes to ‘‘some strange 
mental malady’’ under which Byron 
labored, it is doubtful whether he realized 
the full force of his words, or knew from 
whence the so-called mental malady’’ 
came. The now familiar principle of 
heredity was scarcely known then; or, at 
least, was rarely or never applied to the 
human race. Yet a clearer case of heredity 
than that of which Byron was the repre- 
sentative and the victim, it would be dim - 
cult to find. 

The Byrons—as all génealogists are sup- 
posed to know—‘‘came in with William 
the Conqueror’’—which in England is 
reckoned a more enviable honor than to 
have come in with the Apostle Paul or St. 
Augustine. Several of the earlier members 
of the family had reputations which can 
hardly be considered respectable, and 
there was no perceptible improvement in 
most of the later ones. William, the fifth 
bearer of the title, was called by way of

passed to the most illustrious owner of 
them—then a little boy of ten years, 

John Byron, thefather of the poet, was 
a nephew of The Wicked Lord, and de- 
served the relationship so well that his 
brother officers in the Guards always 
called him ‘‘Mad Jack.’’ He was excep- 
tionally handsomein face and figure and 
utterly destitute of moral principle; a 
combination which enabled him to seduce 
and elope with the Merchioness of Car- 
marthen while he was still under age. 
When the husband obtained a divorce they 
were married, and then Mad Jack“ 
promptly proceeded to spend his wife’s 
money and break her heart. When free 
from the unfortunate woman who had 
trusted him to het own shame and misery, 
he looked around for another wife to re- 
plenish his empty pockets. He found her 
in the person of Miss Catherine Gordon of 
Gight, whom he married in 1786. Her 
fortune of about $120,000 he spent in two 
.years; then deserted her and fled to France 
to avoid his creditors, and died there 
(some say by euleide) in 1791, at the age 
‘of 36. 

Such was the father of Byron. His 
mother—always, itis said, eccentric—was 
driven to the verge ef madness: by the ill 
treatment ofher scoundrel husband. She 
undoubtedly loved her only child, but in 
frequent fits of passion acted as if she 
hated him for his father’s sake. Of moral 
training he recesved none from her, and 
was byturns a uinously indulged and un- 
justly abused until his temper was 
thoroughly spoiled. Thus he grew to man- 
hood, to become ‘‘lord of himself—that 
heritage of woe.’’ 

Is it any wonder that with such a father 
and mother, and such bad blood from re- 
moter ancestors, Byron should have been 
what he was? Theonly wonder is that he 
was not vastly worge. 


CITY GOVERNMENTS. 

It istrue, without doubt, that Chicago 
is at present one of the wickedest places 
on earth, but it is by no means hopelessly 
wicked. Likeevéry other American city, 
it has in it the elements which enable it to 
react against its @wn worst qualities and 
hold them in chec 

One cause of the Ane dn ben Mr. Stead 
saw in Chicago is nowness. It is in many 
respects a mere camp—such an unsubstan- 
tial mushroom growth as springs up after 
a rush in one of the mining States. A city 
created by one of these rushes of popula- 
tion never fails to illustrate all the law- 
lessness and licentiousness inherent in 
human nature. 

But out of this, in America, law and 
order have come in every instance, and 
there is no reason to doubt that Chicago 
will become as well governed as any other 
American city. 

While the mushroom suddenness of its 
growth accounts for the worst features of 
the social and political life of Chicago, it 
has many vices and crimes of government 
in common with every other cityin the 
United States. 

It is true that municipal government is 
not intolerable in any large city in the 
country, but it would be a gross exaggera- 
tion to say that the municipal politics of 
America as illustrated in the larger cities, 
are even approximately honest. Whether 
it is New Vork, Boston, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Chicago, St. Louis, Cineinnati 
or New Orleans, it is not a question of 
which has the best government, but rather 
of which has the worst where all are bad. 

But after all, évils are only comparative, 
and we are doing very well as long as we 
retain the determination to do better. We 
are trying universal suffrage with a deter- 
mination to make ita success at all haz- 
ards. 

Naturally the education necessary to 
make it a success must be paid for, and it 
often comes high. But it is worth having, 
and in the end the world will be the better 
for all we undergo in our set determination 
not to acknowledge that a government of, 


by and for everybody can be a failure. 


THE latest development in plutocratic 
politics is the campaign contribution to 
both political parties by corporations and 
other interests asking or hoping for special 
favors. The Sugar Trust is trying to fore- 
close on the Democratic party just as it did 
on the Republican. In New York a bill 
to reduce telephone charges and restrain 
the rapacity of the Bell company is treated 
asa joke, because both parties are under 
obligations to that corporation for sub- 
stantial favors during the last campaign. 
Other cases have been reported from differ- 
ent parts of the country which indicate 
the non-partisan character of the con- 
cerns. They do not propose to be caught 
on the wrong side on election day.

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THE rapid transit scheme for New York 
proposed by ex-Mayor Mewitt is one which 
contemplates an underground railroad to 
be built by a private corporation, but 
owned and operated by the city. When 
he was Mayor Mr. Hewitt ‘proposed the 
same plan, but it was rejected because, as 
be explained, ‘‘there was in it 
for enybody.’’

FUTURE OF THE REPUBLIC, 


GOV. W. J. STONB’S ELOQUEXT TRIBUTE TO 
THE AMERICAN PEOPLE. 


MR. PRESIDENT: The Future of the Ameri- 
can Republic’’ would be a preity large theme 
forany man to discuss in an after-dinner 
speech, even though he should escape un- 
harmed from his exhilarating contact with 
the choice spirits’’ around him; for the 
aphorism of the ‘‘Autocrat of the Breakfast 
table, that *‘brevity isthe soul of wit, is 


a wise rule to apply, also, in the ethics of 
the dinnertable. The subject of my dis- 
course would seem to require some kind of 
prophetic treatment, and I am not a prophet 
nor the son of one. So far as I have 
been able to trace my pedigree, I 
have not found it possible to connect my line 
with the prophets of Israel, the pythia of 
Delphi, or Brigham Young. I cannot even 
claim Kinship with Mr. Hicks, the modern 
Kolus, who, like his prototype, plants his 
footsteps on the sea and rides upon the 
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storm.’’ I was once afflicted with a tempo- 
rary delusion that I had some consan- 
guineous connection with that select band of 
Oleaginogs soothsayers who claim the occult 
power of telling fortunes by medi- 
tating upon the face of cards. 
I was, however, early convinced 
of my mistake. I learned in a little while 
that my interest in the prophetic aMatus, or 
its interest in me, was tov small for profita- 
ble investment. After an honest effort to 
develop my powers; after ‘‘seeing’’ much 
and often, and being ‘‘seen’’ with painful 
promptness and regularity, I was forced to 
confess myself an absurdly exaggerated fail- 
ure as a ‘‘seer.’’ Indeed, since my some- 
what untoward experience in that direction, 
I have placed a very modest. estimate 
on my prophetic gifts. I make this 
confession, Mr. President—that I 
have no license by inheritance, gift or pur- 
chase to pursue the calling or exercise the 
functions of a prophet—because, however 
agreeable it might be to do so. I have no 
right to impose either upon the generous 
credulity of hosts, or upon the confiding 
Simplicity oftheir guests. Thelawsof hos- 
pitality forbid it. No prophet, however— 
certainly no modern prophet—is ever the re- 
ciprent of honor in his own country, at least 
in his own day and generation. And so, 
having given you timely warning, Iam sure 
none of us need feel any solicitude about im- 
posing upon anybody else. 

The sentiment with which you have sand- 
wiched my toast might justify mein dilating 
on the past rather than in forecasting the 
future. Looking backward is easier than 
looking forward, and what we see is more re- 
Hable and authentic. And, in truth, I do not 
know how to look forward except by first 
looking backward. Experience is the surest 
lamp for lighting our way luto the future. 
The past is itself a prophecy of the future. 
Like causes will produce like results. The 
more potent the cause the greater the result, 
The ratio of increas in result will be equal to 
tne ratio of increase in the producing cause. 

There is a vast deal ot truth in the old say- 
ing that history 7 itself. We can easily 
dtscover the striking similarity in the history 
ofepochsandeven of nations. It is said 
that there are no two faces exactly alike,and 
yet we know t here is a certain and strange 
harmony in all human phy slognomy. So it 
is with the history of epochs and of the great 
nations that have risen and fallen along the 

th of time. It may be said at 
east , with approximate accuracy that 
those policies, practices and pursuits 
which have made any country or 
any people great and prosperous will, when 
applied under substantially similar condi- 
tions, make another also great and pros- 
perous, whetherin the same or a different 
age. Andit may be said with absolute cer- 
tainty that ithe causes which bring dlight 
aud disaster, dissolution and decay upon one 
nation, if permitted to run their course and 
have their way, will reproduce their effects 
upon another. I think you are right, there- 
fore, in saying with Lord Byron: ‘‘The best 
of prophets of the future is the past.’’ 

ere stands the American Republic on the 
choice part of the western hemisphere. Its 
realm is amost continental, and embraces a 
land as bountiful, as fair, as Gelightful as 
any the world affords. As we view it to-day 
ittowers before our eyes a stupendous and 
imposing structure. About it are the flush 
and buoyancy of youth, Age bas not marked 
it witha single wrinkle or marred it with a 
Single scar.

But west of usare other States which 
excel Missouri in the imperial sweep of their 
dominions as Missouri excels the States be- 
yond the Father of Waters. We could domi. 
eile our entire population of 70,000,000 in 
some of those Western States, and yet the 
density of the population would not be so 
greatasitnowisin some of the principal 
countries of te — These estimates 
of growth in population have deen fre- 
quently made by thoughtful men, and I 
do not believe them to be exaggerated 
These millions will come and swarm on the 
hills- and valleys ofthis fair land. But who 
can tell what they will do, or what is to be- 
come ofthem? With the growth of popula- 
tion, the growth of wealth will grow apace. 
This will become incomparably the richest 
nation the world has ever known. Enter- 
prise will stride like a tireless athlete, valor 
perform its martial prodigies, and genius 
sour on golden inion to the loftiest 
heights of uman achievement. 
The chisels of our sculptors are yet to 
fashion marbie into its most graceful 
forms, and the brush of our painters is yet to 
thrill the world with matchless art. In in- 
dustrial invention, in architectural creation, 
in art and literature, in the practical and the 
gesthetic, in the real and id@hal, these people 
will outstrip competition and surpass any- 
thing hitherto accomplished in the history of 
mankind. One hundred years hence the 
American republic will stand forth the most 
august, the most illustrious and the most 
omuipotent governmental establishment 
since the birth of man. 

What then? The difficuify will pe not 80 
great then as now about the Western man 
on a Western platform.’’ That no doubt will 
materially improve the situation, but in spite 
of Western supremacy I fear the millennium 
will still be along way off. Human nature 
will remain very much the same. Those who 
are to succeed us aré our children. Our sins, 
I hope, will not be visited upon them. If so, 
God 37 them. I have no doubt some of you 
would like to unload on the boys, but 1 do 
not delieve a just Providence will permit 
so grievous an imposition as that. But 
they will inherit our dispositions, impulses 
and passions, and therefore are not likely to 
escape our faults and vices. Iapprehend 
they will de very much what we are to-day— 
a bold, enterprising, domineering, avari- 
cious people, but, in the main, still clinging 
tenaciously tothe universal, God-given sen- 
timent of right among men and justice to 

Before the world the republic will 
into commanding prominence, 
the world no doubdt will con- 
fess its supremacy. But conscious power is 
a dangerous thing. The spirit of conquest is 
easily excited in the Anglo-Saxon, for he isa 
born marauder. Weare not so very much 
better than our neighbors. There is some- 
thing of the Pharisee in the man who weeps 
over England’s high-handed despolia- 
tions, and yet vociferously applauds 
the unceremonious appropriation of Hawall. 
Asthese swarming millions multiply, there 
will de turbulent unrest within, and the 
temptation to seek relief by warlike exploit 
ation and martial conquest will be great. We 
will invoke the Moproe doctrine against 
others, but will our own people observe its 
spirit? Is it improbable that the whole 
Western Hemisphere may be in some way 
subjected toourauthority? I have said the 
ze public will be the richest nation the 
world has ever known. Buf riches do 
not inspire a sense of justice, the love 
of liberty or the best impuises of patriotism. 
Already a vast inequality inthe distribution 
of wealth has be¢éome one of the startling 
phenomena of our civilization. Multi- million- 
aires have sprung up in the land as if touched 
by the hand of Midas; but the bitter cry of 
outcast London“ is also repeated by the 
countless lips of those who, looking from 
their squalid dens, see never a star of hope in 
the darkness above them. Wealth was the 
plague of the Roman republic. 
The long, wasting, ga va strug- 
gies between patrician an lebelan 
was a war between the ric and 
the poor, between privilege and equality. 
Marcus Manlius, a noble patrician, was 
hurled from the Tarpelan rock on a false 
charge of rg to the monarchy, and 
Spurious Meelius was butchered because of 
his charities to the poor. Escape from in- 
ternal disorder was sought in foreign con- 
uest, and the coffers of the republic were 
filed by tribute exacted of conquered prov- 
inces. But an end came tothese expedients. 
The sun went down at last, and shadow and 
mildew fell upon the bills of Rome. The 
richest people in the world were the poor- 
est; the greatest were the weakest; the most 
lordly were the most miserable. The Repub- 
lic feliunder the weight of wrongs done by 
its own people to themselves. 

Will history repeat itself? Like causes pro- 
duce like results. See our great cities 
grow. What is to be dOne with the vast 
populations crowding into the metropolitan 
cities of the land? It is by no means improsd - 
able that 100 years hence St. Louis may be a 
city of 5,000,000 inhabitants. What a harvest 
that will be for the push’’ and the pal! 
What an elysium for the silk stocking’’ 
and the ‘‘hoodlum!’’ These great cities are 
the plague spots in which social and political 
scourge’ will be generated, and they may 
sweep the land like anepidemic. Will the 
gulf widen between the rich and the 
poor as the years go on? Will we havea 
class weak in numbers but powerful because 
of wealth; and a class strong in numbers 
but weak because of poverty? And will they 
stand arrayed against each other? Stated 
as a general rule, having its exceptions of 
course, I doubt if either the very rich or the 
very poor are devoted patriots. One is too 
often influenced in his advocacy of public 

licy, dy considerations of gain; the other, 
re ing over his unhappy fate, be- 
comes resentful of all authority. The 

avest and most perplexing social and 
industrial problems will arise to 
tax the statesmanshipand the humanity of 
the future. If internal disorders, if selfish 
interests, if pride of power, shall induce our 
eople to encroach upon the rights of others, 
fo engage in wars for conquest, and to be- 
come involved in hazardous intrigues with 
foreign countries, their triamphs may be 
splendid, but 1971 will be brief, for the re- 
public, failing of its high mission, will sink 
into history a debauched and miserable 
thing under the withering contempt of man- 
kind. Turbulent upheavals within 
and external wars alike require 
the employment of force. reat 
armies are always dangerous to republics 
and a menace to popular liberty. It is a 
short step from miiitarism to monarchy. I 
make no prophecy. I do not know what will 
come to us out of the future. I do not wish 
to de pessimistic, but candor compels me to 
say that the trend of current events does not 
excite the most confident hope or inspire the 
most pleasing anticipation, Adherence to 
the constitution of the fathers, the education 
of the people and universal patriotism are

IRELAND A NATION, 


JAMES Pp. MAGINN'S RESPONSE TC THD 
TOAST PROPOSED BY THE KNIGATS. 


In response to the toast, ‘‘Ireland a Na- 
tion,“ Mr. James P. Maginn responded very 
fittingly. He said: 

It is not without embarrassment that I 


rise to respond to the toast and sentiment 
which have just been read to you, when I 
consider the magnitude and dignity of the | 
— od, when I refiect that it embodies the 
aspirations which have stirred the souls of 
the brightest and purest of Ireland’s sons 
and brought them toexile and death, I feel 
thatits adequate discussion could alone be 
presented at this day by one of those men 
who have devoted their lives and energies to 
the land. 

Wo are assembled here, however, on this 
national anniversary as members of a s0- 
clety whose obects are to eee alive in the 
hearts of the Irish race inthis free land the 
spirit of devotion to the cause of Ireland, to 
renew in our memories the history 
of her struggle; and to pledge 
ourselves anew to sympathy and 
effort, with our kindred across the sea, in 
the work in which they are gloriously en- 
gaged, and whose ultimate triumph we shall 
partake.’’ 

More than seven centuries ago began, in 
Ireland, the struggle between her and En- 
gland which, in one form or another, has 
continued to the present day. 

In the seventh and eighth centuries Ireland 
had been the refuge of learning and had 
created a native literature several centuries 
in advance of the other nations of Europe. 

The attempt to a hee upon the Irish peo- 
ple the doctrine of otestant reformation, 
and its failure; the ssionate devotion of 
the Irish to their old religion resulting in the 
wiping out of old political distinctions,anda 
new sense of national identity in the identity 
of their religion; the seizure of their lands 
and the wars of the O’Nellls it is needless to 
detail along with the other humiliations 
forced upon the nation. Day dawned with 
the American revoluticn, then came the 
Irish Volunteers, and the short era 
of legislative independence, iliumined 
by the splendid eloquence and patriotism of 
Grattan, Flood and Curran; the failure of 
their efforts for pariimentary reform and 
equal rights tothe Catholics; Wolf Tone and 
the United Irishmen and the abolition of the 
Irish Parliment by the act of Union, then 
came Oatholic emancipation, the renee! a gl - 
tation, the Young Ireland party and finally 
the present parllamentary agitation for 
Home Rule. 

When on the subject of home rule and 
Gladstone Mr. Maginn said: 

However this may be itis certain that at 
no time for centuries have [reland’s pros- 

ects been sOcheerful as they are to-day. 

he future is full of bright hopes 
clouded only by the disappearance from 
public life of such a great and noble English- 
man whose sympathy and sense of justice 
have done so much to advance the welfare of 
Ireland. 

In conelusion Mr. Maginn sald:

Mrs. E. 8. Wing, who is Congressman 
Breckinridge’s present wife, by her first 
marriage became the sister-in-law of Albert 
E. Wing, who achieved notoriety in St. Louis 
through killing a man on account of Essie 
Davis. For this offense young Wing, who 
bad eloped from Kentucky with the giri, 
servedaterminthe Missouri Penitentiary. 
Essie Davis, who wasa very beautiful girl at 


the time and the daughter of a Kentucky 
judge, was madly infatuated with Wing, and 
during his imprisonment remained in St. 
Louis, becoming a woman ofthe town. Sev- 
eral times sbe entered the House of the Good 
Shepherd to reform, but invariably came out 
again and resumed her old iife. 

When Wing was released the pair went to 
Kentucky and were afterward married. They 
had squabbles and separated. Wing finally 
Killing the woman in a disreputable house in 
Louisville whither she had gone. He is now 
under arrest in Kentucky awaiting trial for 
her murder. 

Albert Wing, who was known to his inti- 
mates as Bert' Wing, was a brother of E. 
Kumsey Wing, ex-United States Minister to 
Ecuador, who was the first husband of the 
present Mrs. Breckinridge. The Wing fam- 
ily are prominent people in Kentucky. Rum- 
sey Wing was one of the leading Republican 
politicians in the State. After his death Mrs. 
Wing remained a widow for over twenty 
years before her marriage to Col, Breckin- 
ridge. 


OF LONG STANDING. 


Mrs. Holland’s Suit for Breach of Promise 
Against Sir Francis Cook. 


LonponN, March 17.—The breach of promise 
action brought by Mrs. Holland against Sir 
Francis Cook, the husband of Tennie Claflin, 
was opened to-day before Justice Hawkins in 
the Queen’s Bench division of the High Court 
of Justice. Sir Francis Cook is head of the 
important firm of Cook & Sons, silk dealers, 
and the woman who brings the action 


against him has been married for seven 
years. Sir Francis Cook, who married Miss 
Claflin nine years ago, is now 67 years of age. 
Mrs. Holland claims £12,000 damages, and 
in addition to the breach of promise to marry 
her she alleges that the defendant caused a 
criminal operation to be performed. Lady 
Cook sustains her husband and strongly be- 
lieves in his innocense, claiming that the 
present suit is an attempt at blackmail. Mr. 
Willis, who appeared for Mrs. Hol- 
land, stated Sir Francis, dur- 
ing the life of his wife, induced Mrs, 
Holland to visit a house of Blackfriars 
occasionally, where they passed as Mr. and 
Mrs. Robinson, and in 1680 Sir Francis sug- 
gested to Mrs. Holland an operation, which 
she underwent, nearly at the cost of her 
life; that Sir Francis assured Mrs. Holland at 
this time that he should marry her as soon 
as his wife, then ill, should die. Lady Cook 
died in 1884, and Sir Francis renewed his 
promise of marriage, but in 1885 he 
married Tennie Olaflin, explaining to Mrs. 
Holland thathe had been drawn into the 
marriage. Sir Francis promised to support 
her for life, and continued his money contri- 
butions until her marriage with Mr. Holland 
in 1891. Mr. Holland is now in a lunatic asy- 
lum. Mrs. Holland, on the witness stand, 
corroborated her counsel’s statements and 
admitted that she had handed fifty or sixty 
of Sir Francis’ letters to Mrs. John Biddulph 
Martin (Victoria Woodhull), sister of Lady 
Cook. On cross-examination she admitted 
that she haa sold the fifty or sixty letters 
mentioned to Mrs. John Biddulph Martin for 
£30 because she was bard pressed for money. 
Under further questioning Mrs. Holland de- 
nied that she told her husband her history 
refore she married him, and admitted that 


the latter often demanded money from Sir 


Francis and threatened him with exposure. 
Some letters were read by plaintiff to Sir 
Francis in 1893, asking for money and sug- 
gesting that she could expose his treatment 

Eventually, 
under the pressure of Justice Hawkins, Mrs. 
Holland admitted that her letters were prac- 


tically a demand for money under the threat 
of exposure if it was not forthcoming. The 


case was adjourned.

LONDON, March 17.—J.ord Rosebery ad- 
dressed a monster meeting in Edingurgh to- 
night, a gathering of representative Liberals 
from all sections of ‘Scotland. He was 
tumultuously cheered. He said at the open- 
Ing that the new Gévérnment’s policy will be 
guided by the inspiration of Mr. Gladstone, 
andthen he evidently sought to make it 
plain that there will be no deviation from 
programme prepared by 
the late Premter, After declaring that 
his recent speech in the House of 
Lords had been misinterpreted, he explained 
that he meant he will strive to win England 
over tothe cause of home rule, His home 
rule platform is broad. Not only did he pro- 
nounce clearly in favor of home rule for Ire- 
land, but promised not to stand in the way 
of home rule for Scotland If he fs a Minister 
when it is demanded, aadif he is not a 
member of the Government, then he hopes 
as a man to be In the storming party. 

Judge Dillon. heard the speech and said 
afterward ata St. Patrick's celebration at 
Edinburgh that more importance will attach 
to that speech of Rosebery than to any other 
delivered within the last fifteen years. In 
Lord Rosebery,’’ said Mr. Dillon, ‘‘Ireland 
has an honest and honorable champion.“

PEACE IN DENVER. 
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Gov. Waite’s Backdowrm Removes the 


Danger of a Clash of Arms. 


DENVER, Colo., Maréh17.—The disgraceful 
row between Gov. Waite and Messrs. Orr and 
Martin,the removed members of the Fire and 
Police Board over the possession of the office, 
in which the State militia and federal 
troops took a prominent part, will de 
settled in theeourts. The chief executive 
has submitted the controversy tothe Supreme 
Court, as bis legal advisers have advised him 
to do ever since the trouble began. It was 11 
o’clock to-day before he fully determined 
to take this course. When he began to 


seriously consider the proposition yester- 
day he hesitated because he was afraid the 
affair might not receive immediate consider- 
ation and it required a good deal of argu- 
ment by his attorneys to prove 
to him that the Supreme Court 
would act on the case at 
once, That they were not mistaken is borne 
out by the order made by the court just as 
soon as the matter was submitted to it. 
This order sets the case for argument 
at 2 o’clock Monday, and counsel 
are notified thet they must have their type 
written briefs inthe hands of the clerk of 
the courtatthat hour. A decision may 
expected as early as Tuesday.

A MOSQUITO PROTEST. 


Olaiming Protection From Great Britain, 
According to the Treaty. 


NEw YORK, March 17.—The Bluefields Afes- 
senger Of March 2, received here to-day, an- 
nounces in scare headlines: ‘‘Occupation of 
the Mosquito Reservation by the Nicaraguan 
Authorities—The Mosquito Government En- 
ters a Protest With the British Consul, 
Claiming Protection From Great Britain 
According to the Treaty—John Bull on the 


Scent. The story it tells is this: 

Varlous are the expressed sentiments 
which form the topic of conversation rela- 
tive to the present crisis since the flag of the 
Republic of Nicaragua was hoisted in Blue- 
felds (the capital) and other districts of tre 
Mosquito reservation. We are not aware of the 
(presuma ble) circumstances which led tothis 
great change, as we are notin possession of 
copies of the correspondence which of late 
passed between Gen. Charles A. Lacayo, 
Commissioner to tbe reserve, and his excel- 
lency, Robert Henry larence, Chief of the 
Mosquito Reservation, But it is a fact patent 
toallthat during the war between Vasquez 
and Bonilla the Nicaraguau Government 
brought several detachments of their 
troops here under arms, the outcome 
of which led to a series of 
communication between the sovereign gov- 
ernment and the government of the munici- 
pal authority which we are not familiar 
with. Therefore, on these (or no other) ac- 
counts, we have no tangible groundwork on 
which we can give any information. Dis- 
patches have deen sent abroad to the officers 
of foreign affairs of high contracting powers 
relative to the treaty of Mangua, so they 
may accordinaly be posted. 

On Sunday at 7:30 a. m. it was announced 
that a man-of-war was in port, and about 
10:30 a. m. a boat arrived ashore with two 
officers from the British warship Cleopatra, 
commanded by A. G. C. Howe, C. B., senior 
Captain of the North Atlantic West 
Indian fleet. She came from the Barba- 
does via Golon, Port Limon and Grey- 
town, with a crew of 810 men, thir- 
teen officers and fifteen guns, tonngge 
2,880, horse- power 2,600. The two men ho 
came ashore were the captain and second of. 
ficer, They wereescorted by E. D. Hatch, 
British Pro-Consul, and J. Weinberger, 
manager of the Bluefields Banana Co, to the 
office of Gen. Lacayoamida rather unusual 
train of native and foreign § citizens 
On arriving the Consul made 
the usual complimentary introduc:

The Measure Passed the Reichstag With- 
out the Expected Agrarian Opposition, 
Which Had Utterly Collapsed—How 
Baron Stumm Lost a Dinner to the 
Emperor—Plack, Schweimhagen and 
Ewald Sentenced—Emperor’s Visit to 
Abbazia—German Affairs. °

BERLIN, March 17.—As a mark of satisfac- 
tion at the passage of the Russo-German 
commercial treaty, Emperor William has 
conferred upon Chancellur Von Caprivi the 
chain of the Hohenzollern family order, and 
bas bestowed the order of the Red Eagle 
upon Von Blerberstein, Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs. In addition the Emperor 
decorated Herr Thielmann, who conducted 
the negotiations, with minor orders. 

Beyond the tilt between Herbert Bismarck 
and Von Caprivi yesterday in the Reichstag 
in regard to who made the statement attrib- 
uted to Prince Bismarck that the road to 
Constantinople lies through the Brandenburg 
gate, the third reading of the Russo- 
German commercial treaty presented no 
features of interest. The Agrarian opposi 
tion to the treaty utterly collapsed, and on 
its passage they did not even challenge a di- 
vision. 

Baron Stumm’s luncheonto the Emperor 
on Tuesday was the outcome of a bet made 
long agoata dinner given by Von Caprivi, 
where Stumm, although he supported the 
treaty, spoke dolefully of its chances in the 
Reichstag. Emperor William thereupon 
bet Stumm a luncheon that 
the treaty would pass, and 
last week his majesty wrote a humorous note 
to the Baron reminding him that the pros- 
pect of the passage of the treaty had already 
produced increased activity in the coal and 
iron industries of Germany. 

Prof. Bastian, the European authority on 
Eastern geographic questions, bas published 
a series of articles showing that the treaty, 
welcome as it is at present, will grow in im- 
portance to Germany yearly, in viewof the 
progress made in the building of Russian 


‘railwaysandthe rapid opening upof vast 


portions of Russia to civilization. 

The National Liberal party has excluded

The trial of Plack, Schweinhagen and 
Evald, who were sentenced to terms of im- 
prisonment to-day as a result of the sults 
brought against them dy Von Caprivi and 
Miquel for libel, excited the greatest interest 
throughout Germany, the delief deing gen- 
eral that the proceedings might seri- 
ously affect Miquel's political, career, as he 
was charged with dishonesty in connection 
with the Roumanian loan bill, The presence 
of Emperor William at Miquel’s dinner party 
implying the Emperor’s continued confi- 
dence in the Minister of Finance dispelled 
these fears.

PETITION FOR RECEIVERSHIP 


Filed Against the East St. Louis Conne et- 
ing Railway Co. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., March 17.—James I. 
Wilson and E. A. Hopkins, receivers of the 
Louisville, Evansville & St. Louis Consoll- 
Gated Railway Co., filed a Dill in the 
United States Circuit Court this evening 
against the East St. Louls Connecting Rail 
way Co. for the appointmeut of a receiver 
for defendants for complainants and for an 


accounting. . 

They allege that the operators of the da- 
fendant road have by fraudulent systems of 
bookkeeping made it appearthat the gross 
earnings have been annually less than $160, 
000, and have by this method withheld $50,000 
from the receivers and that the Wiggins 
Ferry Co., by a similar plan in its connection 
with the defendant railroad have withheld 
wrongfully from the receivers the sum of 
$50,000. 

The bill recites that in July, 1885, the de-

Mr. Devoy Proposes to Start In on the 
Feur Courts Next. 


Twenty-five years ago Mr. Dennis Devoy 
introduced a billin the Legislature for the 
amendment of the laws governing Justices of 
the Peace, and yesterday he was privileged 
to see the first really valuable result 
of his labors in the action of 
the commission of eigut Judges 
created dy the law that bears his name. 
And, although the law itself will not go into 
effect until after the next genera: election, 
Mr. Devoy is already preparing to correct its

voy's expressions indicate that he re- 
gards the work of reform as but fairly be- 
gun—although it has taken him twenty-five 
years to Change the system of remtineration 
of Justices and constabies from one of fees to 
One of salaries. Concerning justice court 
procedure, past and future, sir. Devoy sald: 

‘The evils of the Jnstice of the Peace sys- 
tem have constituted a sort of intamy for 
years, with Occasional exceptions. Those 
evils have been brought about principally by 
the fee system, which is at all times a 
temptation to ignorant and dishonest om- 
glalis to betray their trusts. The people will 
hail with pleasure and gratification the time 
when — may say ‘adieu’ to the present 
system, which will be wiped out by the one 
that will go into effect next fall. 

**Simultaneously with the election of the 
nine justices of the peace under the new law 
Will be chosenanew Legislature, and any 
alterations necessary to make the new sys- 
tem perfect and to put it on a safe and work- 
ing Dasis can be made within thirty days 
after the Legislature meets. For instance, 
one amendment that will be needed will ré.- 
late to the manner of collecting costs—so. 
that such costs shall not be lost to the 
officers. Another will be to cut down costs 
in landlord summons cases. Where poor 
tenants now have to payin the neighbor- 
hood of 85, the law can de changed to re- 
quire but half that amount. Another mat- 
ter will be that of appbals from justice 
courts—the la in relation to which wil! be 
so changed as to permit the taking of ap- 
pealsin all cases involving over $100 to the 
Court of Appeals direct. ‘This will hguteg up 
labor and business in the Circuit Courts, and 
will make litigation shorter and less ex- 
pensive and elevate the Circuit Court very 
considerably. It will aisomake the Justices’ 
courts a great deal more important and con- 
venient. 

Then I intend to move for the abolition of 
the lice court system, and merge all that 
business in the justice of the peace system, 
and all the money now required to run the 
police court will be handed over tothe city 
treasury, with almost no additional 
expense. It will abolish the three 
judgeships of the police courts, the 
city attorneyship and assistant city 
attorneyship, all police court clerkships, 
the office of City Marshal and all the agsist- 
ants in that of ce, and will empower the 
Mayor, Comptroller and City Counselor with 
the approval of the City Council to attend 
to any business in which the city is inter- 
ested, before any of these courts, on being 
notified by the Judge of any one of them. 

**I don’t think it necessary to have a regu- 
lar City Attorney. That official is generally 
the head of some political ring, and manages 


his office in tlie interest of politics and-té, 


the great detriment and disgrace of the city, ° 
and I wish to wipe out the system. Further, 
Imonot think the City Attorney isa vary 
necessary officer in court anyway, forthe 
reason that the policeman, whois the prose- 
cuting witness, is generally severe enough 
on the defendant to present the facts as to 
his guilt—if he be guiity—in as strong a light 
as those facts will justify. And, between an 
honest judge and the prosecuting witnesses, 
the defendant will get all the punisument he 
deserves. 

Now, under this plan there will be nine 
(or more)j ustices of the peace, who will be 
police justices also. They will, ag far as 
practicable, occupy some police station 
asanoffice. For instance, one will be lo. 
cated atthe Four Courts, one at Chestnut 
street Police Station, one at the Mounted 
District and one at Broadway and Biddle, 
where Judge Paxson now sits. When a party 
is arrested during the day his case need not 
gO Over till next morning. Lie will be taken 
fight in before the Judge, tried and his ease 

isposed of. He Will not have to lie in jail 
over night and be pulled around by the or- 
dinary ‘holdover’ lawyer or be fleeced by the 
bond-broker. All the expense that now goes 
to run these police courts will go to the credit 
ofthe new system—which will be at least 
$100,000. 

‘*l willseek to have tne statute covering 
this subject so framed that the assistants to 
the City Counseior shall be lawyers of nich 
standing, selected by the Mayor and City 
Counselor, who can go into any court in this 
State and attend to any matter in which the 
city is interested. Tue City Counselor him- 
self bas been overworked. No one man can 
attend to all the important cases that belong 
to the city in this city. atthe capital of the 
State and at the Capltal of the nation. 
The present Olty Counselor and 
lis assistants have done wondertully well; 
but the business is growing. ‘here is four 
times as much business this year as there 
ever has been in any one year in the history 
ofthe city and hence some arrungement 
must be made by which these men may hot 
be worked too hard. And my pian is to give 
the City Counselor;jany and all the assist- 
ants he may needto attend to trials inthe 
trial courts, he to make. all the arguments 
and briefs in the upper courts and Supreme 
Oourt, and direct his assistants in their work 
in the lower courts. That would leave him 
mostofthe time in his library, where he 
could prepare all the law, and compile all 
the facts. This city would be greatly bene- 
fited by this plan, and the system would be 
more perfect than it Is now. 

Now, I further iotend when the Legisiat- 
ure next meets to introduce a bill to wipes 
out and abolish the present Criminal Court 
system in vogue at the Four Courts. My plan 
is to create Circuit Courts enough to do all 


the criminal business and civil business, to 


abolish also the Court of Criminal Correction 
and all the paraphernalia conuected with 
that court, and to turn over the business of 
its clerks tothe Uircuit Clerk. The mode of 
procedure will then be this: 

**All the circuit courts will rotate in tho 
trial of criminal cases, and when the docket 
becomes at all cloggel as many courts can be 
employed as are necessary toclear it and 
empty the Jail. There are generally about 
360 criminals of all grades in the St. Louis 
Jail, andthe expense of feeding them is a 
heavy charge upon the tax payer. These 
people should be promptly tried, and, if 
guilty, punished; and if not, they ought to be 
turned out. They should not be permitted to 
remain as a charge upon the people, and 
they will not be after this laws goes into 
operation. 

‘* This change was started by me several 
years ago, and I will make a strenuous effort 
to have it. passed at the next session. It 
will save tens of thousands of dollars yearly 
to the people aud will give malefactors tu 
understand that they cannot defeat justice 
by delay and juggiery. 

„One other matter. e Coroner has al- 
ways been a doctor.

The gallant dark blue pulled strongly and 
finally started to finish the second half of the 
race, with Cambridge apparently a beaten 
crew. At Thornycroft’s works Oxford 


seemed to have the race so well in hand that 
the crew eased up and yet increased their 
lead to about four lengths. Here, however, 
the Cambridge men made a splendid spurt 
and, eheered on by their supporters, suc- 
ceeded in cutting down Oxford’s lead to 
about three lengths at the Devonshire Mead- 
ows. The next point in the race was Barnes’ 
railway bridge, and there Oxford was lead- 
ing by a clear four lengths, in spite of the 
efforts of the Cambridge crew, who were 
apparently demoralized. Finally Oxford 
passed the winning line at Mortlake a win.

PLENTY OF PENSIONS. 


Easy Times for Hale and Hearty North 
Carolina Negroes. 

MORGANTOWXN, N. C., March 17,—The Gov- 
ernment’s tardy discovery that pensions 
have fraudulently been distributed by whole- 
sale among the negroes of this county has 
excited consternation among that numerous 
element of the population and brought griev- 
ous woe to one dusky gentleman. As school 
teacher, pension agent and general counsel- 


or and friend M. N. Blake has long fattened 
on his race. ife scattered pensions right 
and left among widows and Officers’ 
servants and cooks suffering from invisible 
ills, and, though it was apparent enough 
to the community that the nation was being 
swindled, no one see to have felt called on 
tointerfere. Even pension agents who have 


come here of and on for years failed to no- 


tice any irregularities, possibly because they 
were too familiar with them elsewhere. But 
a quiet pension examiner named Brown,who 
happened along a while ago, fancied that 
Blake was too slick, the invalid altogether 
too lusty and the widow biessed with 
too many young children, He 
found later that Blake had been collecting 
extravagant fees. Over $400 from a widow's 
pension of $1,500 he had pocketed. That 
charge was abandoned when Blake pleaded 
the statute of limitations. But another 
complaint has been entered that he took $125 
from a woman given $188 back pension 
and $8 a month. The trial will come next 
month. 

Facts brought out in court and in patient 
and through investigation“ prove that 


through the criminally careless manage 


ment of the Pension Office glaring frauds 
have been carried on here for years. Thus, 
the widows mentioned both have Illegiti- 
mate children, born long after the death of 
their husbands, and there are many others 
who draw pensions aithough their ineligi- 
bility for this cause is notorious. It is 
notorious too that few, if any, of the 
negroes in this county have any right 
to pensions, For the most part they are 
strong, healthy men, and there are at least 
twenty in this vicinity who are drawing pen- 
sions for injuries sustained in the war and 
not one of them saw any service in the army 
until after Lee’s surrender, and then did 
nothing more than to follow Stoneman’s 
raiders to the Tennessee line. ‘There isa 
prospect, however, that the present ex- 
posure may put an end to this giaring scan- 
dal, at least In this section.

The depositions which have 
been taken by both sides will play an impor - 
tant part in the action of the court upon the 
motion.

New YorK, March 17.—The Portuguese 
steamer, Viga, which arrived here to-day 
fromi Lis bon, via the Azores, brought the 
story of the wreck of the bark Montgomery 
Castle and the loss of her officers and most of 
the crew. Dr. Fabricias, ship’é surgeon of 
the Viga, learned the details ofthe disaster 
when at Fayaland saw the wrecked bark. The 
Montgomery Castle is a British bark, 871 tons. 
She left New York on Jan. 27 with a cargo of 
oll for Anjeur. She was in command of Capt. 
Bines, an old English tar, and carrieda first 
and second officer anda crew of thirteen. 
According to the information, the bark met 
a violent storm when she reached the Gulf 
Stream. Agale from the northwest blew 
several days. On the third day the wind veered 
to the northeast and increased in force. 

UNDER BARE POLES. 
By the middle of the day it came down with 
hurricane force, and the waves rose to a 
tremendous height. More sail was taken in, 
and the bark scurried along under bare 
poles, plunging into masses of water tha 
came on deck knee deep. The men had difi- 
culty in getting around and handling ropes 
and rigging as the vessel rolled and pitched. 
They were pretty well worn out by hard 
work. It was hoped the storm would abate 
when darkness came on, but it gathered fury 
as the evening advanced. The crew believed 
that the bark would de wrecked in the fear- 
ful battering she was receiving.

During 
this time no other party inthe United States 
or Canada was to secure the metal for the 
purpose of making bicycles. 

Plaintiff charges that the defendant took 
away its patterns on a filmsy pretext Aug. 20, 
1893, to prevent the execution of thecontract, 
and that it immediately established a foundry 
of its oon. Thedefendant wrote a letter pro- 
fessivg to cancel the contract Oct. 10, 1893. 
Plaintiff further charges that, contrary to 
contract, the defendant immediately set 
about to procure another aluminum alloy, 
advertising thelr tmitation under tests made 
with the plaintiff’s metal. Piaintiff alleges 
thatthe defendant had some of plaintifr's 
castings tested about December 1, 1893. 
Plaintiff charges that the defendant has pub- 
lished this test to the world asa test of its 
own metal. This, it is charged, has

RECKONED IN MILLIONS. 


It Has Been a Potent Evil Factor in Leg- 
islation and the Administration of the 
Law-—Its Very Existence is a Viola- 
tion of the Federal and State Laws.

NEW York, March 17.—Ugly and apparently 
weil founded rumors of scundalous proceed- 
ings in Washington have reached here alto- 
gether too frequently of late. The cor- 
rupting influences may justly be charged 
to the machinations of the Sugar Trust. 
Back of the combine of ‘‘conservatives’’ 
—that is, Democrats for revenue; 
back of the protection to coal, 
iron and other local industries, back of the 
move to defeat the most popular feature of 
the Wilson bill, the income tax, isfthe win- 
ning hand of the greedy, powerfuland un- 
scrupulous Sugar Trust. 

It is openly charged that these conserva - 
tives in the Senate have formed a 
combine virtually to intrigue in the interest 


of the Sugar Trust and as a tariff 
bill must be passed to railroad througha 


substitute that does not contain the objec- 
tionable features of the Wilson bill and 
which willsave the trust from $6,000,000 to 
$10,000,000 a year. The leaders of the Sena- 
torlal combine have had experiences with 
Havemeyer, Searles and other S8uga 
Trust magnates at their headquar- 
ters in Washington, and these Senators 
have been told that not only are the funds of 
the trust at their disposal but they are 
afforded splendid opportunities to invest in 
ture things’’ on straight tips that mean 


millions. 
HISToRT Or THE TRUST. 

In the faée of these facts a history of this 
powerful trust should be interesting. The 
Sugar Trust was actually formed in 
1887,° but it is quite evident from the 
prices of raw and “refined sugar that 
the leading sugar refiners of the country un- 
derstood each other and had some sort of 
pooling agreement from 1880 to 1884. The av- 
erage difference of raw and refined sugar 
in these four years was 113 cents a 
pound, and as the cost of refining 
was then only oy cents A pound 
the profits for refining imported sugar during 
those four years was over $50,000,000, or twice 
the amount marketed. Such enormous 
profits attracted capital to this indus- 
try, new refineries were started 
and the combine gradually lost its grip. 
During the next. three or four years 
profits materially decreased and Henry 0. 
Havemeyer and others. who had tasted of 
the profits of monopoly for four years, busied 
themselves in getting the refiners together 
again in a new combine. 

THE TRUST ORGANIZED. 

In 1887 they succeeded and the Sugar Trust 
was tormed, when eight of the leading re- 
fining corporations transferred their stocks 
to the Sugar Refineries Co. Twelve more 
companies came in'! a little later. This 
company pala forthe stocks by the Jssue 
of trust certificates. The deed of agreement 
was dated Aug. 6, 1887, but the trust was 
not in working order until November, 1887. 
According to Dr. E. B. Andrews (see Quar- 
terly Journal of Econoniics, Jan. 1889) these 
eight establishments represented 8 per cent 
of the refining capacity this side of the Rocky 
Mountains. * 

The trust authorized 850, 000, 000 in trust ce®- 
tificates, but only $42,500,000 were outstand- 
ing in 1888. What these certificates repre- 
sented has heen carefully concealed. The 
Senate (N. Y.) Committee which Invest!- 
gated the trust in 1888 came to 
the conclusion that the face value of the 
certificates was about four times 
the total stock which had been replaced. In 
1890 the trust reorganized to escape the laws 
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a Biss NT PLANTS. 

The trust now owns twenty-three plants, 
with a total daily capacity Of 56,00 ba@prels. 
Nine of these are closed, among them the St. 
Louis plant, which reduces the total capacity 
of the works in operation to 46. 400 barrels. 

The only refineries even ostensibly outside 
of the trust are the Revere Sugar Refinery 
— Spaulding & Co.). Boston, with a dally 
ca ity of 1,000 barrels; Mollenhauer Sugar 
Kefining Co., Brooklyn, Duflt in 1892, with 
a capacity of 1,800 barrels; Cunningham 
— engl Sugar Lands, Tex., completed in 1892, 

th a capacity of 500 barreis; Henderson’s 
Refinery, New Orleans, erected in 1691, witha 
capacity of 300 barrels; Howel’s Refinery, in 
Yonkers, finished last December, with aca- 
acity of 1,000 barrels, and cCahan, one in 

hiladelphia, finished last October, with a 
capacity of 3,00 barrels. 

But even these, while ostensibly outside 
the trust, are controlle 1 by men who hold 
stock in the trust, and thus their opposition 
to each other is only nominal.

Brings the Best Prices of the Season at 
Hopkinsville—Clarksvi'ls Market.

In 1888 and 1889 the trust made a net 
profit of $14 per ton, which. enabled it, after 
paying Qividends of $5,000,000each year, to 
transferacash surplus of $11,748,654 to the 
American Sugar Refining Co., which began 
Dusiness Jan 12, 1891, under the laws of New 
Jersey, whither it had fledto get a legal 
status. 

SHUTTING DOWN REFINERIES. 


Soon after it was formed in 1887 the trust 
dismantied some of its refineries, annexed 
others, and by this means reduced the num- 
ber of refineries in operation from twenty, 
with a daily capacity of 32,330 barrels, toten, 
with a dally capacity of 28,500 barreis. At this 
time there were only five refineries with a 


total daily capacity of 10,400 barrels outside 
the trust. During 1890 and 1891, however, the 
trust encountered some formidable oppos!- 
tion in the shape of Claus Spreckles, who 
bullt at a cost of $4,000,000 a model refinery in 
Philadelphia, with a capacity of 6,000 barrels 
a day. Ihe trust wanted to buy it forthwith, 
but Spreckels would not listen to their over- 
tures. He declared he would fight to a finish, 
end when Wn 1892 he looked dangerous the 
trust capitulated and paid him his price for 
his refinery, which was said to be $10,000,000. 
The trust also bought the Franklin, Knight 
and Delaware suyar houses for $18,500,000 
more and then increased their capitalization 
$25,000,000. Claus Spreckles went outto the 
coast and united his California refinery with 
thatofthe Havemeyers in San Francisco, 
under the title of the ‘‘Western Sugar Re- 
fining Co., and with Spreckles managing 
the Western department, the trust became 
more exorbitant than ever before.

Mr. Carvalho began tostudy these myste- 
rious letters underthe microscope, and the 
more he looked atthemthe more startling 
were the discoveries he made.

By an examination of 
the envelope, $e expert discovered that, as 
u matter of tad ithad never been broken, 
although it d been remelted with the 
match, The other two seals had been broken, 
as Was evidenced by the cracks in the wax. 
The seal at the right was whole and entire 
asit had originally left New York, although 
its surface had been melted. In connection 
with the curious shape of the money en- 
velope, this established this very important 
fact—that by reason of an extra flap of paper 
an the inside, it wonid have been impossible 
to remove the key without vreaking all three 
ofthe seals. In other words, the envelope 
proved thatthe key had not been taken out 
at the top, for that would have been impos- 
sible unless all three seals were broken, ‘The 
breaking of the seals had, therefore, been 
merely a ‘‘blind’’ to divert suspicion, and 
the key could only have been taken out to 
open the safe where Gurney had torn off the 
end.

Thus it was 
that, wolle the safe and the envelope were 
turned over along the route from one ex- 
press messenger to another and carefully 
receipted for at each transfer, whon a state- 
ment was also made by the messengers as to 
the condition in Which each was received, 
yet no suspicions were entertained that 
money had been taken from the safe, which 
all knew to contain a large amount of money. 

So large was this amount Know” to be, and 
so careful were the messengers of the express 
company to guard the property which nad 
been placed in their chart, that On several 
of the ‘‘runs’’ between Buffalo and New Or.

Then an astounding fact 
was revealed—it was discovered that the let- 
ters onthe right-hand seal were A. G. G.— 
the initials of Asa G. Gurney, the chief of the 
Money Order Department at the New Orleans 
office, and the man who has since been 
charged with the crime. 

Mr. Carvalho learned at the same time that 
Gurney wore asealring bearing these let- 
ters. But when he procured an impression 
from that ring he discovered not only that 
the letters were atfferentin their character 
but ran in opposite directions—that is, that 
the Gurney seal. was reversed on the ring and 
would read forward onthe wax, while the 
wax impression on the envelope was back- 
wards, showing that it had been taken from 
something which had never been intended 
for use as a seal. 

The seal on the right hand side of the en- 
velope first received the careful attention 
of the expert. He examined each letter 
separately under the microscope and then 
compared them with the three letters of 
the seal on the opposite side ofthe envelope. 
The letters of the seal on the right hand 
side were A G G, while those ofthe seal at 
the other end of the envelope were GG A. 
Mr. Carvalho discovered that while the 
two Gs on each seal were made from a aif. 
ferent letter, yet tie two Gs on one seal 
were identical with the two Gs on the other. 
On the other hand, the A on each seal was 
made froma different letter. This showed 
that the thief, in resealing the envolope, had 
used the same two Gs, but a different A op 
either seal, 

Then another discovery was made, It was 
found that the seal whereby these letters haa 
been impressed in the softened wax had ev!- 
dently been of metal and was straight on top 
and bottom, as there was a faint, stralgnt 
line on either side of the letters. Mr. Car. 
valho studied over this problem day and 
night. He began to wonder what kind of a 
sign had been used in making the impression. 
lle came to the conclusion that both false 
seals had been made from the same metal 
plate and that it bore a word containing 
these letters in sequence: AGG A. 

From that it was butastep to the words 
baggage and baggage master, which are 
sramped upon metal strips for the coats and 
hats of railroad employes. Nobody about an 
express office uses a badge of this kind, and 
suspicion would thus be not only attracted 
away from Mr. Gurney, but away from all 
the express ployes and cast upon frail- 
road workmen, Railroad workmen, by the 
way, had deen under suspicion between 
Cleveland and st. Louis, when the theory 
that the safe had been robbed between these 
points was entertained. Now, it is in con- 
nection with this baggage master’s seal that 
one of the conclusive points against Gurney 
has since been developed. 


When he was arrested upon the facts sub- 
sequently discovered from the internal evi- 
dence of the envelope, his premises were 
searched and the identical baggage-master’s 
badge, from which the impress was made, 
was found im his house, concealed. The fact 
that it was the same badge was established 
by some Of the pecallar brown wax remain- 
ing inthe crevice of the letters. Ihe letters 
on the badge and on the seal were also 
matched.

A 
few of the dens are to be reached by means 
of labyrinthlan passages and over creaking 
boards, which ereate in the ones who walks 
over them apprehensions oftrap-doors.

only dens of that character inthecity. Pine 
street, between Twelfth and Fifteenth, has 
several, kept by white people and, no doubt, 
the police know of others in that nelghbor- 
hood. It is not easy to gain admission into 
these resorts, so much more elegant and ex- 
clusive than the Chinese joints, in which you 
will and huddled together in somnolent 
fellowship the represehtatives of several 
races and nationalities. 

The Chinese dens are all dingy, dirty and 
stuffy holes and if I describe one, I am de- 
scribingthemall.

After you hay 
closed the door you stand facing him witha 
little counter between you and the little 
man, who is the presiding lend of this 
hell and dispenser of the narcotic 
nectar that Kills while it gives pleasure. If 
you lay a quarter down the degraded speci- 
men of humaaity will weigh enough of the 
black paste in a little box to afford you half 
an nour of brutish enjoyment and hand it to 
you. Now look around for a vacant place in 
any of the eight beds in the den, and finding 
one you must lie down like everybody else, 
with your legs drawn up to your chest or ex- 
tended beyond the Umits of the bed.

HOW TO MAKE UP TSE DEFECIT. 


Suggestions Offered by the Public tothe 
Ways and Means Committee. 

“WASHINGTON, D. C., March15,—When the 
committee on Ways and Means had prepared 
their dill and, with the ald oftreasury ex- 
perts, had found that, based on the importa- 
tions of last year, a deficit of $74,000,000 was 
likely to result from the new measure, they 
at once busied themselves with the consider- 
ation as to how the internal revenus taxes 


could be increased so asto make up this sum. 

Their work resulted, as is known,in in 
creased taxes to be placed on cigarettes, 
playing-cards and whiskey, andthe re-en- 
actment of a system of income taxation. 

While they were considering these matters 
they were besieged by countless suggestions 
from the outside public. It is the purpose of 
this article to give a brief and accurate sum- 
mary of some of the schemes proposed. 

The most common suggestion was the im- 
position ofatax upon all immigrants men, 
women and children. These taxes were 
piaced all along the line from $500 to $10 per 
head. A large revenue, these writers ar- 
gued, could be derived from this source; it 
would tend to keep out the pauper classes, 
and would operate asa direct and bene- 
ficial protection to American workingmen. 

Then one writer suggested that the prop- 
erty of the six companies be seized by the 
Government and that a tax of $100 per 
annum be placed on all Chinese laundries. 

A Baltimorean urgea that all organ- 
grinders be assessed $100 per annum. A work- 
ingman with eight children thought it but 
just that a tax be placed on all married 
couples who after two years remained child- 
less. What the amount of this tax should be 
he left tothe committee. It should be re- 
mitted just as soon asachild was born. He 
argued that the richest oftentimes had no 
children, while the poorest always had large 
families. He did not say that such a tax 
would stimulate infant industry, but he did 
say that it would have for its effect the 
large increase of American-born children, 
who would operate as an offset to the influx 
of immigration,

LOWELL HIS INSPIRATION. 

The original conception of Christ coming to Chicago reached me, like most of 
my religio-philosophical notions, through the poetry of James Russell Lowell. The 
short poem which he styled ‘A PARABLE’ always seems to me to sum up in a page 
the vital essence of Christ's teaching. It is, as it were, a new chapter in the Gospel of 
St. John, done into English by the American poet-seer of the nineteenth century. 

Then, in explanation of the title of the book the beautiful poem is quoted. Con- 
tinuing, the author says: ‘‘As this poem suggested the title, so has it inspired every 
page in this book. E When once this idea is clearly and firmly grasped, 
when the condition of our fellow-citizens is recognized as the test of the measure of 


our faith in Christ, the religious jaspect of civil politics acquires a new and 
importance. For the improvement of the least of these, Christ’s brethren, the assist- 
ance of the municipal authority is indispensable. The law must be invoked, if only as 
the school-master, to bring men to Christ Before wecan make men divine, we must 
cast out the devils who are brutalizing then out of even human semblance, 

But this cannot be accomplished excepting by the use of means which can only | 
be wielded by the City Council. Hence, as it used to be said of old time, that all roads 
lead to Rome, so the more attentively we study the way out of our social the 
more clearly will it be discerned that all roads lead to the City Hall, Thus,it has come 
to pass that this little yolume, begun with the simple object of recalling the conception 
of the Man Christ Jesus, has developed into an attempt to illustrate how a living faith 
in the Citizen Christ would lead directly to the civic and social regeneration of 
Chicago.

His plantorectify t:ese conditinns Is to es- 
tabiish institutions or cobonize in the coun- 
try and to send the poor there under condt- 
tions which enable them to recover ground, 
should they be so disposed, or to force then 
to be self-supporting should they be chronic 
Idlers. Here ore some of his views: 

What should a city say to submerged 
life? It should say: Firstof all, you must 
to out of town. Lou are a dead weicht here, 
sinking from bad to worse, and dragging 
other lives down with you. This ts not a 
xood place for you, and itis not good for the 
city that you should stay here. ‘Iwo alter 
natives are before you. Either you must 
apply to be sent to our voiuntary colony 
where every opportunity of healthy life and 
Vigorous labor will be offered you, and where 
you may hope to be restored to capacity for 
social service zor else,comingonthecharity of 
the city as the recelver of help derived from 
taxation, you wili be sent, not to a jall or 
poor-house, where yourinclination to Idle- 
ness will be encouraged and you become 
more and more a burden, but toa colony of 
compulsory farm labor adapted to your ca- 
pacity and need. One thiug you cannot do. 
You cannot stay here and beg. To the many 
perils from wulcen all citles even 
now guard themselves, and against 
which all lezislation is socialistic 
—perlis like the drink habit, the selling of 
dynamite, the evil of prostitution—we should 
add one more peril- that of idleness. Every 
member of a modern State ought to be, in 
some way and degree, by his mind or Als 
hands or both, acontributor to the great 
Welfare. If that-is socialism let us make the 
most of it. It is also the hope of stable eiv- 
llization and the secret of judicious charity.’ 


THE POOR 
OF CITIES. 


A hitherto unpublished lecture 
by James Russell Lowell on 
„The Imagination’’ appears in 
the March numberof the Cen- 
iury, The article has all of Mr. Lowell’s 


charm of grace, humor and profound 
thougnt, In part the essay reads as follows: 

For my own part I vould venture to af- 
firm that not only meter bit even rhyme it 
self was not without suggestionin outward 
nature. Look at the pine, how its branches, 
Dalancing each other, ray out from the ta- 
pering stem in stanza after stanza, how 
spray answers to spray in order, strophe and 
antistrophe, till the perfect tree stands an 
embodied ode, Nature’s triumphant vindica- 
tion of proportion, number and harmony. 
Who can doubt the innate eharmof rayme 
who bas geen the blue river repeat the 
blue o’erhead; who has been ravished by the 
Visible consonancs of the tree growing at 
once toward an upward and downward 
heaven on the edge of the twilight cove; or 
who has watched how, as the kingfisher 
flitred fro 
filles under him, gad completes the fleeting 
couplet in tae visionary Vault below? . Sup- 
pose you were expecting the bell to toll for 
the burial'of some beloved person and the 
church clock should’ begin to strike. The 
first lingering blow of the hammer would 
beat upon your very heart, and thence the 
shock would run toallthe senses at once; 
but after a few strokes you would be unde- 
ceived, and tue saund would become com- 
monplace again. On the other hand, sup 
pose that ata certain hour you knew that a 
criminal was to be executed; then the ordi- 
nary striking of the clock would have 
the sullen clang of a funeral beil. So in 
Shakspeare’s instance of ths lover does he 
not suddenly find himself sensibie of a beauty 
in the world avout him before undreamed of 
because his passion had somehow got into 
whatever he sees and hears? Will not the 
rustle of silk across a counter stop his pulse 
because it brings back to his sense the odor- 
ous whisper of Parthenissa’s robe? Is not 
the beat of the horse’s hoofs as rapid to An- 
gelica pursued as the throbs of her own 
heart huddling upon one another in terror, 
while it is slow to Sister Anne, as the pulse 
that pauses between hope and fear. as she 
listens on the tower for rescue and would 
bave jhe rider spur, though mounted on the 
wind!

It was prepared in 1892. The question of the 
proper control by the State of the vagrant 
had become a most important one 
in the national life. The vast 
Increase in the population of tuts 


country and the canseguent diminution of 
ts power to easily support all the inhabit- 
ants rendered the problem more aud more 
serious. So with a view to gathering points 
from the older dnd mage thickly populated 
copniries which had been at work on ine so- 
lution of this question for decades, 
the State Department issued a circular 
letter in the early part of 1892 calling upon all 
Consular agents im foreign countries to fur- 
nish a report as to the treatment by their re- 
spective cities of this question. 


THE INFORMATION SOUGHT. 
They were required toanswer seven ques- 
tions, among which were the method of con- 
trolling eagrants, the methods or distributing 
alms, the efforts made for the suppression 


and punishment of begging,the efforts made 
to reform the unſortunates, and the efforts 
to prevent pauper marriages. 

Lhe repites received were quite voluminous 
In some instances, and showed a wide range 
in the manner of treating the question inthe 
different countries. Perhaps of all the Kuro- 
pean nations,Germany, with the Teutonic 
characteristi@® of systemization, is the 
furthest adtanced jn its methods and the last 
twenty rears have seen the entire yrowth 
of the system. 

Alter the close of the Franco-Prussian War 
thousands of soldiers left the army and, the 
country being in an impoverished condl- 
tion, there was no work to be obtained. 
In 1874 it was estimated that there were 200,- 
000 trampsin Germany alone, and so there 
sprang up all over the empire what 
Was Known as Anti-Begyary Sactety. These 
crganizationg were supported by private 
subscripitong, and every member had a 
metal desk on his door which to the begaar 
meant that a request foralms would be re- 
fused, 

CHEAP BUT WEARISOME. 
Instead the man was given a card and sent 
to the‘ ‘station nouse’’of the society known as 
the ‘‘Herberge,’’ where he vas provided 
with food and shelter if he was willing to 
work for n. 

If he sienified an Intention of getting work 
he was given a card proscriting a route he 
must follew in bigs search for employment. 
If found off _ there he was ar 
rested ‘The route prescribed was always 
to the next Station and unless 
the man reached it by a given time he could 
not get in and was blacklisted. Thus, if one 
chose, he could travel all over the empire 
Without a fou, But the endless monotony of 
Leing obliged to muke the next station witb- 
ina given time hecame Worx in Itself, and as 
soon as work was available most of them 
were giad to take It. 
here have been recently established in 
Germany twenty-four labor colonies, where 
a man may goin dull timesand work for his 
living. the cost of maintenance per canita 
is about is cents. Each man is considered to 
have earned thisin one-half a day. If he 
works the other half day he is credited with 
18 cents so that on leaving he may have a smaly 
sum of money. These colonies have been 
found very beneficta!l. 


MENDICANCY NO CRIME. 


In Belgium there is now no law against 
simple mendicancy and vagrancy. It ceaseu 
to be a Crime dy the act of Nov. 27, 1891. ‘The 
welgians go on the theory that it is impossi- 
ble to make a Dbeggur into a work- 
In man unless you start early; 
so great pains are taken in all these alms 
houses to separate those over from those 
under 21 years of age and special 
corrective influences are brought to hear 
on the latter. In this country pauper mar- 
riages are encouraged instead of forbidden, 
As in many, ON the ground that it prevents 
illegitimacy. 

Denmark, which ig unusually cursed with 
vagrants for sofrugal a country, has a sys- 
tem of farming out pauper children in fam 
ilies in the rural districts. The childrenare 
kept track of, and at the age of 14 are ap- 
prenticed to some trade, and in this way 
hundreds of children are reclaimed. Ac. 
corging to the report of the consul 
at Copenhagen 3 per cent of that 
city’s population is supported on charity. 
The magnitude of this number is better ap. 
preciated when It is remembered that on the 
same ratio St. Louis would support 20,000 
paupers. , 

SEVERE LAWS. 


The French Jaw makesita crime to bea 
beggar, but it is a erims that is winked at 
by the authorities to some ex- 
tent. It is possible there to 


get a permit to beg onthe streets, A mendl- 
cant whocan show his book is safe from 
arrest. 

Italy rejoices in thousands of beggars but 
notramps. In this land of sunshine the ras- 
cals are toolazy to move. These human ver. 
min are thickest in Sicily, where begging 
is recognized as n profession. It 
is tully countenanced by the 
law and the authorities even 
give out daily dispensation of sucn, a custom 
which, if followed in America, would strike 
88 to the heart of many a ‘‘Wandering 

ly. i 

One of the best charitable institutions 
in Italy and in fact in the world, 
is at Piedmont. It is called the Casa 
Beneficii del Derelitti.’’ It was founded 
for the reception of convicts 
when they come out of prison and is the 
means of reclaiming quite a number of them. 


TRAMPS NEEDED IN SPAIN. 
In Spain and Portugal, too, the beggary 
laws have become a dead letter. T. M. New: 
son, the Consul oc Malago, treats the subject 
in rather a sarcastic vein and remarks that 


‘*‘withaut tramps, Spain would be lonesome 
and politeness lose its most earnest de- 
votees, 

Both Greece and Holland boast that they 
have no paupers, Or at least notramps. The 
inhabitants of both are frugal, their terri- 
tories are not sothickly settled and the land 
is very fertile. 

The reports of the consulsin the tropical 
countries show that while of course there are 
plenty of beggars there are tew tramps ex 
cept in the nomadic nations, were 
all the people wander from 
place to place. In Siam and 
similar countries the dangers of the jungie 
have more terrors even than work. In south 
America the roads are such that they are not 
inviting for leisurely journeys. America, 
perhaps of all places, is the most inviting 

eld for these modern Knight errants on ac- 
countof the respect here for personal lib- 


erty. 

Tne reports of the consuls on this question 
form a most valuable source of information 
for local authorities anxious to deal with 
this evil and willno doubt be productive of 
much good.

For the University of Virginia was practic- 
ing the liberal methods of Harvard half a 
century before Harvard awoke tothe fact 
that the world was not what it used to be 
when Salem was exorcising witches. And to- 
day the University of Virginia stands in the 
front rank, free from narrowness, with little 
to learn in the matter of methods from any 
American University, with much toteach 
them. For, as pe shall see, she has solved 
several of the problems of student life over 
which brains are aching at Harvard and Yale. 


JEFFERSON'S INFLUENCE TO-DAY. 

But it is annoying how the personality of 
Jefferson is omnipresent at this university. 
He thought out the plans for it down to the 
minutest détails. He drewthe plansof the 


buildings, he engaged the workmen, skilled. 
and unskilled, he directed the whole con- 
struction from thegaying of the bricks and 
tne” Consistency t mortar, to the 
size and shape and effect of completed 
structures. He laid out the courses of 
study, the library and the cataloguing of it, 
the way thestudents should work, should 
play. should be governed, And to-day the 
name of Jefferson is in very life, as if he still 
lived in Monticello, which gleams among thie 
trees that coverthe mountain across the 
valley from the university. 

In the library hangsa photograph of the 
original writing of Jefferson as to his wishes 
for histombandepitaph. You read there. 
to quote his quaint phrase, what he saw 
would be ‘‘tomy name most gratifying.’’ 
After minutely describing the very simple 
tombstone, he goes on tosay what should be 
put upon it: in the faces of the obelisk 
the following inscription and not a word 
more:

Of these three things, each of them a guar- 
antee of immortal fame, he was most proud 
ofthe last. And I think if he could walk 
upon the lawn of the university to-day, 
or listen tothe students walking and talking 
in its cloister-like colonnades, he wouid feel 
that he had not only lived better than he 
knew, but also that he had greater fame 
than he had hoped. For the hero wofship of 
the students, year in and year out, is first for 
Jefferson. His rise, his sayings, his writ. 
ings, enter into the dally life of the univer- 
sity student, and are as much a part of it as 
his studies and his amusements. 

ITS NOBLE SITUATION.

last page of the examination paper, where 
was printed a pledge upon honor, that the 
student had not had any assistance either 
from persons or from notes in answering his 
questions. Whenthe student hands in his 
paper, he signs this pledge. 

Does no one ever cheat?’’ I asked. 

Once in a while a man tries it,’’ he an- 
swered, *‘Dbut that is only once in four or five 
years. If any ofhisfellow students see or 
hear of it, they appoint a committee to go tu 
him and demand an explanation. And unless 
he can explain, he is asked to leave the uni- 
versity. That's the end of it. For he always 
leaves. 

Ho about your recitations? Is there no 
cheating there by the men around the stu- 
dent whois called upon helping him with 
his answers?’’ 

Oh, yes, there's lots of that. It’s called 
‘shoving.’ But the professors do not count 
recitations in making up the grade. 80 it 
does notamountto anything. Sometimes a 
professor announces that he is counting in 
recitations as well as examinations. Then 
the ‘shoving’ stops. 

As the students at the university are of 
about the same average age as students in 
ather colleges, and as ttivirvense of honor 1s 
no higher than the sense of honor of young 
men at other colleges, the explanation for 
the working of this honor system must be 
partly tradition and partly the difference in 
the methods of study and examination. 


DISCIPLINE. 

As to matters of conduct, excess in drink- 
ing and immorality, the honor system is ap- 
plied there also. The dormitories are so ar- 
ranged that, if there were proctors, they 


would be of little use, so the students are 
practically perfectly free to do as they like in 
their rooms. 

But by unwritten laws the students see to 
it that their own rooms are never the scenes 
of any violations of the code of honor. What 
they do they doelsewhere—in the society halle 
orinthetown. But there is not much dis- 
sipation. There is notime for it, and none 
of that feeling which makes for excesses of 
various kinds in other colleges, There being 
no especial watch kept, the desire to do 
what Is forbidden is removed. 


FACULTY AND STUDENTS. 

The relations of students and faculty are 
pecullar in other ways besides this matter of 
self- government. 

Jefferson’s idea was that students and fac- 


ulty should have the relations, one to the 
other, of children and parents—that is, chil- 
dren and parents who are on terms of frank 
intimacy. This idea of his has been most 
happily carried out. It would have been dif- 
ficult to carry it out ina Northern institution, 
because ofthe greater difficulty of getting 
Northern people acquainted one with an- 
other. 


POLITICS. 
About 9 per cent of the students are Demo- 
crats, anda good part of these are Mugwump 
Democrats. Cleveland’s picture is in about 
every student’s room, and Hill is abhorred as 


the Satan of the Democratic party. Further- 
more, there isacurious distaste to keeping 
glowing the ‘‘fires of sectionai hatred.’’ But 
they still take those matters as more serious 
factors in politics than they do at the North. 
For instance, when an Uncle Tom’s Cabin 
Co. gave a performance in Charlottesville 
not long ago, the students held a meeting 
denouncing the production as an outrage 
and remonstrating with the proprietor of 
the theater. 


IN SOCIAL INTERCOURSE. 
In social intercourse the average student at 
the University of Virginia does not compare 
well with the average student at Yale and 
Harvard. Of course this means the average 


and has no reference to individual cases. 
But, taking the, young men who go from 
country or provincial towns and cities to 
these three institutions, Harvard or Yale 
will give those students the broader view of 
life, Harvard more than Yale and Yale very 
much more than the University of Virginia. 

it is most curious that the institution 
which has the least apparent discipline and 
the freest election system should be the insti- 
tution where the students work the hardest. 
This fault of overwork is not so much the 
fault of the university as of the preparatory 
schools, which lead up to it. Harvard and 
Yaledoa great deal of work which legiti- 
mately belongs to the preparatory schools. 
The University of Virginia does none of it. 
She takes it for granted thatthe men who 
come to her have their minds already well 
equipped ana come for a few years of the 
most serious work, But she takes too much 
for granted.

But to people can ever reach 
the highest agricultnyal prosperity by the 
Cultivation of a feg staples. The tunda- 
mental maxims of political economy teach 
Southern farmers todjversify their produc- 
tions, There is safety in a variety of har- 
vests. If only a single staple is grows, 
the occurrence of a food or a drdught, of 
& panic or an Overproduction causes an ir- 
remediable disaster. But several crops, 
planted at different times in unlike soils and 
at various glevations, are not apt to be 
equally injured by igrégularities of climate. 
The success of som@ harvests partially com- 
pensates the planter for the fallure of others. 
His losses are not so great and irreparable 
as they would be if he raisedonly a single 
staple. The enrichment and industrial in- 
Gependence of the Southern farmer depend 
upon the widest diversification of his crops.’’ 

Prof. Waterhouse gives statistics to show 
the profit to be obtained from ramie cultiva- 
tion, among which he recites the experience 
of foreign growers. As all would- be- grow- 
ers are interested in knowing about the 
market that exists for the fiber, he also 
= the results attainea by a French manu- 
acturing company which uses ramie for 
making paper. rof. Waterhouse’s argu- 
mentin regard to the desirability of a diver- 
sification of crops forthe Southern States is a 
sound one, and his pamphiet should be care- 
fully read by those who have the best Inter- 
ests ofthe South at heart. It is to be hoped 
that the work will create a deeper interest in 
the culture of ramfe.’’

When I found that Augustus Thomas' play. 
in Miszoura,’’ dad made a hit beyond 
question as to earnestness and honesty on 
the part of those who saw it, I settled down 
to a study of the play with genuine pleasure. 

There is nothing better worth while to one 
whose duty it is to analyze stage productions 
than the task of determining just what it 1s 


that makes people likea play. You may be 
sure there is always good reason for their 
liking; it is a Diess thing that this is true, 
because in plays the public is the court of 
last resort, the critic above critics. From 
its verdict there is no appeal; all criticism 
preceding ite verdict is but an argument for 
or against the work submitted to it. 

A study ofthe popular fiat, therefore, is 
more than well worth while. It is imperative 
if one would have the knowledge of the 
causes that make plays successful. 

. * — 


Idelleve the secret of the success of In 
Mizzoura’’ lies in the naturalness of Mr. 
Thomas’ work asa playwright. More than 
this, I believe that this young man is found- 
ing a distinct and definite dramatic school, 
correct in its inspiration and direction, and 
assured of further development by himself 
and others. This school, it seems to me, is 
to grow up between the two older schools of 
sentiment and realism, touched at its boun- 
Garies by both, controlled by neither. In 
Mr. Thomas’ work the vaguely dangerous 
influence of the sentimental is apparent in 
some of the prettier and softer scenes of 
Alabama, and the touch of the realistic in 
one or two places in the story of lu Miz- 
zoura’’ where the baldness of the life pic- 
tured threatens to weaken public interest in 
it. Butfortunately the main stem of Mr. 

dramatic stories runs between 

two extremes. It runs in the safely 
human direction of drawing natural, every- 
Gay people, natural situations ani natural 
incidents. There are diversions from this 
course, and it has struck me that they have 
been caused by the playwright’s own modest 
opinion that he is not as strong in dramatic 
invention as might be wished, and that itis 
necessary once in awhile to bring about a 
**climax’’ in his plays after the conventional 
way, or be accused of having no story. Some 
day Mr. Thomas.will be strong enough to ig- 
nore this feeling, and then he will do his best 
work. It may not be work of the very high- 
est order of dramatic merit, but it will be 
character-drawing so exquisite as to furnish 
its own excuse for being.

THE USE OF OATS. 


Care in Feeding Needed, as the Costlicst 
Is Not Always the Best. 


In feeding oats, especially the whole grain, 
much depends upon the nature of the hull or 
chaff. Itis not always the heaviest grain 
which gives the best results. That which is 
much above the standard weight has most 
often a rough, gritty chaff which so acts on 
the stomach as to expel much of the grain in 
an undigested state. 

The hull, howeyer soft its texture, is always 
laxative, and a moderate degree of laxative 


is beneficial, especially to breeding animals, 
but there is no gainin passing through the 
“heaviest grain in a nearly whole state. Better 
use a light grain, which wiil be more 
thoroughly digested. It is commonly sup- 
posed that the oat which Sells for the highest 
price is the best feed, but it is nut always the 


case.

ORANGE RUST AND SYMBIOSIS. 
The Fungus Investigated—A New Factor 
in Agriculture. 

Orange rust is a disease with which fruit 
growers in many localities have had a sad 
experience. The obscure and perennial 
nature of the fungus makes successful pre- 
vention of the disease exceedingly dificult. 
Various kinds of treatment have been tried, 
but unfortunately good resalts have only 
been obtained by digging up and destroying 
all affected plants as soon as any signs of 


disease were manifested. 
Frequently plants are found in which the 


| new shoots are affected, while the old ones 


are free. The canes of raspberries and Diack- 
berries are biennial, and unless they are af- 
fected the first year they cannot be the 
second, as the spre- follow young 
growing cells, and cannot penetrate tissue 
to any extent after it has once matured, 

The naine ‘‘orange-rust’’ is applied to the 
disease from the peculiar color of the spores 
ata certain stage of their development. In- 
Vestigations at the NDiinoels station go to 
prove that one genus of the fungus has its 
origin in the germinating spores of another. 

That these bacteria play an important part 


in the vegetable kingdom is certain, and the 


efforts of the Illinois station have been di- 
rected to discovering just what that part 
may be. Severalinteresting problems sug-

Of course the future must determine 
whether this can be done. From the experi- 
ments so far undertaken, the following con- 
clusions would appear to be established: 

1. Tue bhacteria of leguminous plants are 
capabie of being suMiciently modified to de- 
velop to a certain extent In root cells of corn. 

2. The-presence of modified bacteria pro- 
duces increased nutritive changes in corn. 

3. The presence of modified bacteria has 
no visible effect on oats. 


MONEY IN SHEEP RAI3ING. 


A Revolution in American Methode Nec- 
essary to Success. 


There is money in sheep-raising in En- 
gland, and there certainly should be some in 
the United States. The Englishman has not 
only free wool but free trade in every de- 
partment of farming, yet his sheep are his 
protection against bankruptcy. The differ- 


ence lies iu the fact that in England there Is 
great painstaking in the sheep husbandry. 
Nothing is too good for the flock, which Is 
given the best food, care andshelter. Asa 
result mutton is highly esteeined there, as it 
deserves to be, for specials pains have been 
bestowed on its sweetness and flavor. 

Inthe United States, onthe other hand, 
little or nothing has been done for sheep. 
These animals will bear a good dealof 
neglect and stilllive, though they will not 
thrive; hence the farmers here have pro- 
ceeded to test the popular theory that a 
sheep willliveon nothing. by making it a 
general weed and thistie exterminator. Such 
food does not conduce to fine flavored mut- 
ton, which explains the unpopularity of that 
meat. Now the farmers are realizingthis a 
superior article is coming on the market, and 
there is no reason why mutton-eating should 
not increase to ten times its present volume,

SMUT IN WHEAT. 


Means by Which Losses Can Be Reduced 
50 Per Cent. 


The Nebraska station recommends the fol- 
lowing treatment for smut in wheat: 

Mix four ounces of blue vitriol (copper sul- 
phate) and filla barrel two-thirds full of the 
solution. Dipthe wheat thoroughly so that 
all the wheat grains are well soakéd; ten 
minutes probably will suffice. Usea gunny 
sack or some other old sack, and arrangea 
drip shelf so that the fluid drip will run back 
intothe barrel. Renew the strength of the 
solution and the quantity from time to time 
so as to do the work with thoroughness. The 
smut may not all leave the first year, but two 
or three years of rsistent effort will cause 
it to succumb and be practically annihilated. 
Hot water and other remedies have been 
recommended, but an experience of nine 
years, where this treatment of seed was per- 
sisted in by the best farmers, shows a un! 
formity of good results, andthat the above 
formula is an excellent remedy.

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SUPPLEMENTARY IRRIGATION. 


A Suggestion Well Worthy the Consid- 
eration of Small Fruit Growers. 

Many crops of strawberries and other 
small fruits which ripeh in early summer 
were almost completely ruined last season 
by the severe drought. These fruits require 
a large amount of water during the ripening 
periodto enable them to develop properly. 
and experience has shown that it is not safe 


to depend entirely upon the natural rainfall | 


for this supply; not so much on account of 
the insufficient amount as the lack ot proper 
distribution, says a recent bulletin of the 
Purdue Station. An inch of water supplied 
during each of the pertods of drought would 
be worth hundreds of dollars to every com- 
mercial fruit and vegetable grower in the lo- 
cality affected. 

The amount of water required for irriga- 


tion depends largely upon circumstances 
andthe kind of crops. In our climate the 
chief value of irrigation comes from the fact 
that the farmer or gardener is able to sup- 
plement the natural rainfall, thus supplying 
the proper amount of water at the right 
time. The amount of water required is 
therefore small in comparison with those 
places where the entire crop is dependent 
upon an artificial supply. 

The following figures will give an idea of 
the amount of water necessary to properly 
irrigate a definite area: There are 6,272,640 
square inches in an acre. One inch of water, 
ora stream one inch wide and ome inch 
deep, flowing at the rate of four miles an 
hour, will give 6,082,560 inches in twenty-fuur 
hours. Such a stream will therefore nearly 
cover an acre one inch deep in twenty-four 
hours. This would require about 25,920 gal- 
lons or 828 barrels of water. 

The cost of irrigation depends mainly upon 
the ease with which the supply of water can 
be obtained. It has been shown that where 
Wells can be hadof sufficient capacity the 
profits are large during a season of drought. 
Where the fruit garden is located in close 
proximity to a jake, springs or running 
streams the cost will be comparatively 
slight Sn the pynnts correspondingly in-

LUMPY JAW IN CHICAGO, 


Urgent Need for Reform in the Inspec:

Ithas been recently proved that lumpy 
jaw prevails in the Chicago stock yards to an 
alarming extent. There are, in round num- 
bers, about 8,000,000 cattle shipped into the 
Union Stock yards every year. Upon the 
basis that three in every thousand are dis- 
eased, there are from 9,000 to 10,000 diseased 


cattle killed here for food. 

As lumpy jaw is a disease which renders 
the flesh of the animals affected unfit for 
food, this discovery is not very pleasant to 
eaters of Chicago beef, and is likely to hurt 
not only the home but the foreign market. 
lf the story gets abroad it will furnish the 
English Government with the needed excuse 
for closing its markets to our meat, and will 
ruin the foreign cattle trade of this country. 
There are too many other nations eager to 
step in our place for us to put up with any 
carelessness in this direction.

BATHS AND BACILLI. 


Take Care of One 80 That the Other May 
Find No Entrance. 


The microbe and the bacillus are of more 
terror to the modern housexeeper than dust 
by the pound used to be to the old-fashioned 
one, and a rule for disintecting sinks is more 
appreciated in these days than a whole vol- 
ume of recipes for angel cake was in the 
days of old. Hence, every woman will be 


more than interested in—she will be pra- 
22 grateful for—the suggestions herein 
made, 

In the ideal house, of course, drains may 
be laid and ventilators adjusted so that not 
even the most stubborn of maids can circum- 
vent their use. But most houses still lack a 
little of the ideal. Bathrooms are not done 
in pale green tiles and white marble, but 
zinc and plaster still hold their own. To 
make these endurable, enamel and var- 
nished paper must be used. The mo- 
ment the inside of the bath becomes 
stained and chtpped, it should be re- 
enameled by an expert. The bath should be 
scrubbed with strong — and water, and 
then the first coat of enaniel should be ap- 
plied, of course when the bath itself is abso- 
lutely and entirely dry, then, after two days, 
another coat shouid be xiven; and then, af. 
ter twenty-four hours more, the bath should 
be filled with cold water, which should be 
lett in it for another similar space; then give 
one more coat of enamel, and allow it to 
thoroughly dry and harden,and you will 
have an absolutely perfect job, and one 
any maid or boy could manage quite well. 

Varnished paper is the best substitute for 
tiled walls yet known to lean purses. But 
even when the best sort of materiets have 
been used only the best sort of care will in- 
sure a really clean and sweet room. The 
moment a Dbath-room is left the second 
housemaid should gointo it, dry the bath 
thoroughly, hang up the blankets ona long 
brass rail provided for the purpose, and she 
should also take back the towels tothe 
room of that individual who 
has had the bath, for, of
